It 
is important for Immigration Judges to keep abreast of developments in religious freedom 
worldwide. As such, EOIR provides annual international religious freedom training to all Immigration 
Judges, Judicial Law Clerks, and Attorney Advisors. 

This year's training, organized by the Board of Immigration Appeals Training and Development Team, 
provides general updates on religious freedom conditions with segments addressing specific 
populations and regions.
